BUREIKA'* FORTLJE 

Likely to Etcheat to the Slate. 

The probability now is that the State 
of Kentucky will receive from $100,000 
to $150,000 by reason of the killing of 
" Dutch Henry " by Luther Ricketts near 
the Lower Blue Licks, in Robertson 
County, on the 14th instant. The par- 
ticulars of the killing and the subsequent 
trial and acquital of young Ricketta are 
still fresh in the minds of our readers. 
At the time Of the shooting, Bureika 
said to be worth between $50,000 and 
$100,000. Later estimates from Mt. Olivet, 
however, place his wealth at nearer $150- 
000. Including the property on which 
he had claims and mortgages, his real- 
estate amounts to about 1,000 acres. The 
Mt. Olivet Tribune says his farms are all 
well improved, have good buildings, are 
well fenced and look clean and neat. 
They extend from Bee Lick Jo a point in 
Fleming County, a distance of six miles. 
At the time of bis death, Bureika had be- 
tween $6,000 and $10,000 worth of live 
stock grazing on his lands. His other 
property consists of cash government 
bonds, and notes, stocks, Ac. 

Bureika left no children— his marriage 
with, "Dutch Mary" having been fruit- 
less. Neither had he any relatives, so 
far as known at present. He wme to 
this country at seventeen years of age 
from Prussia and if he had any rela- 
tives in the old country, nothing has ever 
been heard of them. He may have kin 
in Prussia, but, if he has, they are resting 
in blissful ignorance of the big fortune 
that awaits them. 

In view of the likelihood that he left no 
heirs, and that his estate will escheat to 
the Commonwealth. 8tate Auditor Fay- 
ette Hewitt has appointed David Willson, 
the banker at Flemingsburg, his agent for 
Robertson County to take control of the 
property. W. A. Suddeth was appointed 
Mr. Willson's attorney— and they quali- 
tleld in the County Court of Robertson, 
last week. Hon. O. S. Deming and a 
party named Cleaver have been appoint- 
ed administrators. . Last week two youug 
fellows from Dayton, Ky., wanted to have 
themselves appointed administrators, 
claiming they were heirs, but it was found 
on investigation that they were nephews 
of Dutch Mary, and their request was 
denied. They will hardly succeed in 
making good their claims to the property. 
This is the situation at present. The 
probability is that the property will 
escheat to the State. A claimant may 
turn up any day.howcver, but if such an 
event should occur, long ^litigation 
would likely result unless the proofs of 
his claim were strong, and oonclusive. 

Another One Declines. 

At their last meeting the Republican 
Executive Committee put W. T. Berry, 
Esq, of Lewisburg, on thefr ticket for 
County Superintendent of Public Schools. 
They did this, it seems, without consulting 
Mr. Berry's wishes in the matter at all. 
He declines to make the race, and has 
notified County Clerk W. W. Ball not to 
place his name on the poll-books.
